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Library 
to close 
3 weeks

The Romulus Public 
Library, currently lo- 
cated adjacent to Ro- 
mulus City Hall on Wayne 
Road, is expected to close 
for three weeks begin- 
ning Monday. 

The actual move of li- 
brary books and equip- 
ment will begin on Nov. 2 
and hopefully will be 
completed on Nov. 5, City 
Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski said Mon- 
day. 

The temporary library, 
which will be located in 
the gymnasium area of 
Mount Pleasant School 
located at 39000 Superior 
(east of Hannan Road), 
will officially open on 
Nov. 13, he said. 

Library users taking 
books out now will be 
given a due date of Nov. 
15, Napiorkowski said, to 
allow them plenty of time 
to return them. A tempor- 
ary drop site for books 
also will be set up at City 
Hall. 

In preparation for the 
move, workman have al- 
ready begun laying car- 
pet at Mount Pleasant 
School. Upgraded light- 
ing (both indoor and exte- 
rior) has also been 
started by JNG Associ- 
ates Inc of Plymouth at a 
cost of about $18,000, 
Napiorkowski said. 

A $50,540 contract has 
also been awarded to 
Graebel-Detroit Movers 
Inc. of Taylor for the four 
stages of the move. The 
first is the library move to 
Mount Pleasant, the sec- 
ond is City Hall offices to 
be transferred to the li- 
brary early in March, 
third is the return trip of 
City Hall facilities to City 
Hall and finally the move 
of the library books and 
equipment back to the li- 
brary. 

Napiorkowski expects 
the entire remodeling 
project and asbestos 
abatement effort to take 
about 13 months. 

Eleven bids have al- 
ready been turned in for 
the expensive asbestos 
abatement project, he 
said, and the city build- 
ing authority is currently 
studying the bids. The 
winning bidder may be 
announced tomorrow. 

The library' relocation 
will cause minor prob- 
lems with voting pro- 
cedures for Precincts 7 
and 11 on Nov. 2. It was 
expected initially that 
the polling places would 
be switched to Barth Ele- 
mentary School, but elec- 
tion officials said the 
precincts would simply 
be moved to another part 
of Mount Pleasant 
School. 

Maps showing travel 
routes to Mount Pleasant 
School will be published 
in future editions of The 
Romulus Roman.

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Treasurer seeks new term

This is the last in a series of 
stories on candidates slated to 
appear on the Nov. 2 ballot in 
Romulus. A wrap-up article on 
the contested council races ivill 
appear in the Oct. 27 edition . 

Veteran City Treasurer 
James Napiorkowski remains 
hopeful that the state of Michi- 
gan will not strip the city treas- 
ury of badly needed revenues 
in 1994. 

Like many others in city and 
school board positions across 
the state, Napiorkowski feels 
Gov. John Engler’s recent tax 
and school finance reforms 
have been tax shifts rather 
than legitimate tax cuts. 

“Future legislative actions 
will give the final proof as to 
whether the alternative tax 
system will hurt the residen- 
tial land owner or industry- 
business more,” he said. 

Depending on how the state 
tax revenue decisions are fi- 
nalized, Napiorkowski said, 
Romulus could lose up to 25 
percent of present state tax 
revenues. 

“We are extremely con- 
cerned, M he said, “because the 
city could also lose another 
$270,000 in administrative fees 
based on lower school taxes. 
That amount alone would pay 
two weeks of the city payroll.” 

But on the positive side,

Napiorkowski is proud of the 
growing number of services 
his staff can provide the pub- 
lic. 

“Soon we will be able to 
provide a computer for resi- 
dents to check out their own or 
neighbors tax payment ta- 
bles,” he said. In addition soon 
all of his staff will be trained 
in using word processors so 
that all letters to residents will 
be professionally finished on 
computers. 

At the present time, only he 
and his deputy treasurer Car- 


olyn Smith have such 
computer equipment. Other 
staff members use typewriters. 

Napiorkowski, 42, who is 
currently seeking his fourth 
term, also feels committed to 
helping local senior citizens 
and provides many with free 
homestead and heating credit 
assistance prior to income tax 
filing time. 

This past year, 
Napiorkowski said, he helped 
about 232 senior citizens. 

Napiorkowski, who has 
lived in Romulus for 18 years, 
was recently sworn in as the 
new Romulus Kiwanis Presi- 
dent. He also is secretary of 
the Romulus Building Author- 
ity, chairman of the Romulus 
Pension Board and a member 
of the Romulus Salvation 
Army Advisory Board. 

He also is vice president of 
the Wayne County Treasurer’s 
Association, member of the 
board of directors of the Michi- 
gan Municipal Treasurer’s As- 
sociation and member of the 
education committee of the 
Municipal Treasurer’s Asso- 
ciation of U.S. and Canada. 

Like the other unchallenged 
incumbents, Napiorkowski 
hopes that the lack of an oppo- 
nent in November means that 
the public appreciates his day- 
in and day-out dedication to 
his job. 


Injunction sought ; 
to block well use 

Members of the Romulus City Council in special session 
Monday night voted to instruct City Attorney Barry Seifman 
to file for an injunction to block the operation at the 
planned environmental injection well. 

The vote came less than a week after several hundred 
private citizens met in the Romulus Senior High School 
auditorium to demand action on blocking any Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EDS) permits to open the well to 
hazardous liquid injection next year. 

The debate on filing an injunction against Environmen- 
tal Disposal Systems occurred in executive session Monday 
night. That private session was followed by a brief public 
council meeting attended by about 35 citizens at which 
Councilman Noah “Pete” Bergeron moved that Seifman be 
ordered to file the request for an injunction against EDS. 
The motion was supported by Councilman Bill Wadsworth 
and then unanimously backed by the entire council. 

Wasdworth also made a separate motion that letters be 
sent to both the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
and Michigan Department of Natural Resources (DNR) that 
the council be informed in writing if any future hearings on 
the well are scheduled. 

Also last Friday, less than 48 hours after the informa- 
tional meeting on the liquid disposal well, city Ordinance 
Officer Steve Banko informed EDS President Douglas 
Wicklund that three zoning citations had been filed against 
the environmental firm for zoning violations. 

Banko’s letter to Wicklund cited the following: 

• EDS has altered the use of the property (via excava- 
tions and installed road) without first submitting a site plan 
and gaining the approval of the Planning Commission. 

• EDS has not secured a building permit for the installa- 
tion (of the well). 

• EDS has set up a drilling operation and the area is not 
secured properly. 

Banko also stated in his letter “upon my inspection of 
the area, this writer observed debris, semi trailers and 
inoperable vehicles being stored in and about the area.” 

Banko warned that other actions may follow.

Ex-fire chief dies, 
rites Thursday

Long time Romulus Fire 
Chief Joseph John Crova, 78, 
died Monday at Park Nursing 
Home in Taylor. 

Mr. Crova, who served as 
Romulus Fire Chief for 31 
years (retiring in 1972), had 
suffered a massive stroke in 
November 1991 while in Flor- 
ida. He resided at his Romulus 
home until May 1993 when he 
was transferred to Park Nurs- 
ing Home. 

Mr. Crova’s son, Bill, said his 
father was one of the origina- 
tors of the Romulus Volunteer 
Fire Department and was the 
second fire chief. He also 
served as local constable for 16 
years in the 1940s and 1950s.

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Wayne-Westland voters reject millage 


Voters in the Wayne-Westland school district denied a 
6-mill levy request Monday night by a 60-percent margin 
against the ballot proposal. 

Voter turnout was about average, according to Wayne- 
Westland Assistant Superintendent of Schools Gary Dell. 
However, Dell added, the administration was hoping for a 
lower turnout of voters in general. 

Dell explained that the school administrators were hoping 
for this “lower turnout” because they expected those votes to 
be in favor of the millage question. 

“We were looking for a little smaller turnout Our campaign 
was geared toward getting those positive voters out’' Dell 
said. 

“We didn’t come close to our goal,” Dell added. 

The 6-mill increase levied for one year would have pro- 
vided an additional $615 in district per-pupil spending. If the 
millage had been approved, the 6 mills coupled with the state 


aid increase of $2 to $3 million, would have funded reinstate- 
ment of such programs as expressive arts, library clerks, 
transportation, learning consultants, school nurses, co-op pro- 
gram, instrumental music program, senior citizen program, 
new district textbooks and supplies among many other pro- 
grams and services cut from the 1993/94 budget. 

Voters may have turned down the proposal because district 
administrators have already restored 50 percent of the li- 
brarians and all learning consultants with the funding ex- 
pected from the State Aid Bill. In addition, complete 
restoration of secondary transportation and elementary ex- 
pressive arts should begin Oct 25 and if funding permits, the 
remaining 50 percent of librarians will be restored Nov. 1 with 
state aid funding. 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. Larry Thomas said he was 
not surprised by the millage failure, and intends to try to 
change the proposed school state Financing bill proposed.

On the record 

4 did not oppose well proposal

Veteran City Councilman 
William Wadsworth continues 
to say his fellow councilmen 
should have followed his lead 
in December 1990 and rejected 
a resolution that said Romulus 
would “affirmatively assist” 
the liquid waste well opera- 
tion, now so strongly opposed 
by local citizens. 

Official city council minutes 
from Dec. 10, 1990 printed in 

The Romulus Roman reveal 

that only Wadsworth, Russell 
Lambert and Randy Gear op- 
posed the council resolution. 

The legal action entitled 
“Acknowledgement of Pro- 
posed Class 1 Commercial Dis- 
posal Well” was introduced 
with a motion by Councilman 
Ellis Pennington and sup- 
ported by then Councilman Ju- 
nior Block. 

The resolution also won the 
support of Councilman Noah 
“Pete” Bergeron and Jimmie 
Raspberry. The motion was 
carried by a 4-3 vote. 

Pennington last Wednesday 
night urged his fellow council- 
men “don’t never lie to the 
people. We were never called 
upon to vote ‘yes’ or ‘no’ on the 
well issue being located in Ro

mulus.” 

Wadsworth said the minutes 
speak for themselves. He ad- 
mits the vote was not an open 
invitation to operate a well 
here, but said a strong stance 
against this resolution “would 
have sent EDS packing.” 

The resolution advised ev- 
eryone that Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS) 
intended to build a Class 1 
well in Romulus and the pro- 
ject would be regulated by the 
Environmental Protection 


Agency (EPA) and the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR). 

It also stated that state offi- 
cials have given assurances to 
the city that a technical fea- 
sibility study and environmen- 
tal impact study would be 
required. 

The resolution also said 
that EDS “indicated their in- 
tent to provide royalty pay- 
ments to the city of Romulus, 
based on annual gross reve- 
nues.” 

Therefore, the city state- 
ment continued “be it resolved 
that the City Council will abide 
by the findings” of the EPA 
and DNR when not in conflict 
with local laws and regula- 
tions. 

In conclusion the resolution 
stated, “Be it further resolved 
that the city will affirmatively 
assist the project by its review 
and approval, if appropriate, 
of any required site plans and 
will actively monitor the con- 
struction and operation of the 
project.” 

At the meeting last Wednes- 
day night EDS President Dou- 
glas Wicklund admitted only 
limited sessions had occurred 
to date with the city on any 
such planned “royalties” from 
the planned operation.

He also informed Wicklund 
that the violations were to be 
answered at 9 a.m. Nov. 1 in the 
34th District Court. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
had reported the legal action 
came at the “first window of 
opportunity for the city.” 

A citizens meeting coordi- 
nated by city council candi- 
date Mary Collins and others 
took place Tuesday night to 
“keep the pressure on the 
council even after the Nov. 2 
election.” 


At the meeting last Wednes- 
day, outgoing Councilman 
Russ Lambert urged those op- 
posing the well “stand-up and 
file an injunction to stop the 
well project. Don’t rely on gov- 
ernment’s help.” 

Even Community Develop- 
ment Director Jane Downing 
warned EDS that “Romulus is 
proud to be known as ‘The 
Gateway to the World’ and has 
no interest in becoming known 
as the ‘Wasteway of the World.’ 

“Many persons who have 
spoken out against the well to- 
night have a vested interest in 
this city and their view should 
not be taken lightly,” Downing 


said. 

The emotion of the evening 
apparently helped spark new 
life into a slumbering city elec- 
tion campaign process, as 
council challengers, Mary Col- 
lins and Gwen Sibert, took 
strong stances against the EDS 
plans here. 

Collins is helping to spear- 
head a citizens effort against 
the well and Sibert aroused 
the audience by demanding to 
know, “Is this a done deal?” 

An EPA spokesman said “at 
this time I would have to say 
no. All we have at this point is 
a very expensive hole in the 
ground.” 


Romulus robbery suspect held 


An arraignment on informa- 
tion and two disposition con- 
ferences have been scheduled 
for Oct. 20 for three local resi- 
dents charged with unarmed 
robbery in Detroit Wayne 
County Recorder’s Court. 

Romulus resident Cherry 
Deann Taylor, 27, is expected 
to appear for an arraignment 


on information. Paul J. White, 
35, from Ypsilanti, and Evette 
Shelby, 38, from Inkster, are 
expected to appear for a dispo- 
sition conference Oct. 20. 

All three defendants were 
arrested by Wayne police for 
allegedly taking $20 from two 
local residents, according to 
Wayne police Lt. Mel Drews. 


“This occurred on a drive- 
way on the 3500 block of Gloria 
Street,” Drews said. “The male 
victim picked up someone he 
knew and took her to his 
brother’s home. 

“They were followed to that 
area by acquaintances of the 
female victim.” 

White, Taylor and Shelby 
demanded $20 and some jewe- 
lry from the two victims while 
they were sitting in the vehicle 
on the driveway, according to 
Drews. 

“The suspects were ar- 
rested by officer Terry Webb 
who was assisted by officer 
Ben Corney,” Drews said.

“I was behind him and had 
him in a headlock,” Sellers 
read. “I wrapped a fan cord 
two times around his neck. I 
saw his head turning blue. I 
unwrapped it right away.” 

From the statement. Sellers 
informed Archbold that an ar- 
gument allegedly occurred 
outside of Steiner’s home in 
Wayne. When Steiner went in- 
side his home, Johnson fol- 
lowed, according to the 
statement. 

Johnson was arraigned in 
an out county court Sept 12. 

A missing persons report 
was filed in Wayne after police 
received information about a 
body being found on Belle Isle. 

Drews said police were able 
to identify Steiner when his 
brother called to report him 
missing. 

If the Romulus man is found 
guilty of open murder, he 
could receive mandatory life 
in prison, according to Drews. 


Superintendent 
speaks to legislators

Romulus Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William Bedell 
told Michigan House Educa- 
tion Committee members 
Thursday, “If you really want a 
world class school system, 
fewer prisons and a better 
trained labor force work with 
us to reform the current taxa- 
tion and educational systems.” 

Bedell, a key opponent of 
Gov. John Engler’s real estate 
cut and school reform effort, 
has stated repeatedly that En- 
gler’s plan will destroy the 
state public school program. 

Bedell, who attended the 
Education Committee session 
with his administrative assis- 
tant Art McPharlin and Hale- 
creek Elementary School 
Principal Lynne Mossoian, in- 
vited the state representatives 
to visit the highly 
computerized Romulus school 
district. 

“Come to Romulus and 
spend time observing our tech- 
nology and talk to our kids, 
teachers and parents,” he told 
committee members. 

Bedell said Romulus “has a 
varied population, solid mid- 
dle class, 85 percent 
industrial-commercial tax 
base” but also a “high (stu- 


dent) transient rate, concen- 
tration of dysfunctional 
children, 30 percent drop out 
rate and low Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program 
test scores.” 

These reasons and the fact 
that 40 percent of the district 
ninth graders fail math, Bedell 
said, the Romulus School Dis- 
trict “sold a $45 million bond 
issue to modernize and im- 
prove all our facilities and cre- 
ate the most technologically 
advanced school system in the 
world.” 

Bedell said Romulus needs 
“a local option to raise reve- 
nue on our property tax base 
or income tax.” 

He continued, “Our prop- 
erty tax system is experiencing 
problems because of the stunt- 
ing of business tax contribu- 
tions by indiscriminate use of 
long-term (tax) abatements, 
the siphoning off of millions of 
dollars through tax increment 
financing to provide for local 
development and the failure to 
increase and front-end load 
the circuit breaker.” 

Bedell also charged the ex- 
isting T1FA system should be 
eliminated and that teachers 
should have the choice of ten- 
ure or collective bargaining, 
not both.

Justice delayed 

Last week, the office of Michigan State Attorney Frank 
Kelley refused to disclose to The Associated Newspapers the 
findings of an investigation at the 34th District Court re- 
quested under the provisions of the Open Meetings Act. 

Chief Assistant Attorney General Stanley D. Steinborn 
denied the request for the findings of the court audit as 
the report is “being reviewed by attorneys in our criminal 
division." Steinborn added that attorneys had determined 
that release of the audit findings could jeapordize the 
ongoing criminal procedures in the matter. 

That denial speaks volumes, we feel, but still does not 
satisfy the needs of the community or demonstrate the best 
use of taxpayers’ money which funds the court. After more 
than eight months, the audit should have been made pub- 
lic and those who live under the shadow of these vague 
criminal procedures and the smear of such suspicion 
should either be charged or exonerated. 

The judges, the employees and all those affiliated with 
the court deserve better than this ongoing “review”. We 
understand that the wheels of justice turn very, very 
slowly, but in this case, the squeak of those laboriously 
grinding wheels is causing a hardship on those being in- 
vestigated and those who are paying the cost of both the 
investigation and the operation of the court. 

Two employees were on paid leave of absence during 
the first six months of the audit-and while one of them has 
now resigned, the other continues to be on a paid leave. 
And there is, to date, still no public exoneration or charge 
of any individual involved. 

Those who depend on the court for the meting out of 
justice deserve better. Those who work at the court and 
who are responsible for the very course of lives with their 
daily actions and decisions deserve and have certainly 
earned better than to continue to live under this shadow of 
suspicion and doubt. And those responsible for the day-to- 
day operation of the court deserve better than to wonder 
each day whether the investigation may point at them or 
their immediate supervisor. 

Each day, local police officers enter this court seeking 
to have justice handed down from the bench. How much 
longer can these men and women live with this black 
cloud over the entire system of jurisprudence-and what 
impact has the gossip and suspicion already had on their 
ability to do their job? 

If there are criminal charges to be answered-if the 
audit has uncovered wrongdoing-everyone involved de- 
serves to know. If there are to be formal accusations, those 
accused deserve the right to answer those allegations. If 
there is no basis for such charges, then the sanctity of the 
court needs to be restored with a full disclosure so that 
there can be no doubt of the integrity of the procedures 
and decisions made there. 

But this creaking wheel of doubt and conjecture must 
be stopped before the damage to all involved is irrepar- 
able. 

Justice delayed is justice denied-from both sides of the 
bench. 

A painful lesson 

While the outcome of the millage election in the Wayne- 
Westland school district Monday was easily predictable, 
we find it very sad. 

And, while the demeanor and opinion of the public is 
understandable, we had hoped for a different result. Since 
that did not happen, we are hoping the present school 
board and members of the administrative stafTwill be able 
to cope with the devastating consequences. 

It won’t be easy. Faced with the present economic cli- 
mate, the uncertainty of the state funding plans and the 
general mistrust and doubt of most of the community, 
these people have a tremendous task ahead of them. Fis- 
cal management of any business is a challenge to the most 
experienced and skilled in finance today-and these indi- 
viduals are faced with union wage contracts, tradition, and 
established procedures which are next to impossible to 
change-but change they must if they are to succeed in 
educating the children of this district. 

This election was a sad lesson, indeed, in the reality of 
the faith the public has in those they elected to represent 
them. 
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Firm pledges to 
be good neighbor 

To the editor: 

While your story on resi- 
dents’ criticism of our Ro- 
mulus Deepwell project was 
accurate, some clarification is 
necessary. It has always been 
our goal and practice at Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc. to make fully available all 
timely and accurate informa- 
tion regarding our project. We 
did not refuse to answer ques- 
tions the city council meeting. 
We indicated before and dur- 
ing the meeting that our pur- 
pose was to listen carefully to 
the concerns expressed by 
those in attendance so that we 
could obtain definitive and 
complete answers to their 
questions for the benefit of all 
Romulus residents. 

To that end, we had already 
committed prior to the Sept. 27 
city council meeting to hold a 
public meeting to which all the 
citizens of Romulus would be 
invited. We have since sched 
uled this meeting in the Ro- 
mulus High School 
Auditorium. 

From the time this project 
was initiated three years ago 
and through the construction 
of the well, we have been very 
open about it. Protection of the 
environment through environ 
mentally safe and responsible 
disposal of industrial liquids 
is the single overriding objec- 
tive of EDS and its people. 

The tests conducted at the 
Romulus deepwell indicate 
that the facility exceeds the 
forecast of the University of 
Michigan geological study 
which was conducted to deter 
mine its safety and effective- 
ness. In fact, the Romulus site 
is as safe, or safer than the ex- 
isting Class I wells which have 
been operating in Michigan for 
more than 20 years. 

We have followed all of the 
public disclosure require- 
ments set forth by the United 
States Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (these agencies have 
issued permits for us to pro- 
ceed with this project). In ad- 
dition, we have taken the 
initiative to inform our neigh 
bors about the project. For ex 
ample: 

• We have maintained regu- 
lar contact with Romulus city 
officials to keep them well in- 
formed of our progress; 



• We help an informational 
meeting on July 13, to which 
we invited members of city 
council, members of the plan- 
ning commission and mem- 
bers of the board of appeals; 

• We have provided detailed 
media information kits to the 
newspapers serving the Ro- 
mulus community (in fact, at 
least two major stories on our 
project have run in The Ro- 
mulus Roman ; 

• We have distributed more 
than 200 information packages 
on the project; 

• We have provided tours of 
the project to all residents who 
have requested them and we 
continue to offer tours to any- 
one who requests them; 

• We have produced a video 
describing the technology 
which will be used at the Ro- 
mulus deepwell facility and 
have made this video available 
to educational groups and 
other interested organizations. 

We recognize that we need 
to do more. We intend to be 
responsible corporate citizens 
in Romulus and we will con- 
tinue to seek the input of Ro- 
mulus residents as the project 
develops. We are also expand- 
ing and intensifying our com 
inunity outreach efforts and 
we encourage Romulus resi- 
dents to call us at 955-2100 with 
any concerns or comments 
they have The EPA has stated 
that deepwells such as the one 
planned for Romulus as ‘‘safer 
than virtually all other waste 
disposal practices.” We see 
our project as a safe, effective 
alternative to a serious prob- 
lem in our country, and we will 
be pleased to discuss it with 
anyone who cares to listen to 
us.

To the editor: 

This letter is in response to 
the letters from Nora Herbert 
and Tom Dunigan of Westland. 

My name is Jim Williams, 
and it is true that I am no 
longer a resident of Westland. 
It is also a fact that I recently 
moved from Westland after liv- 
ing in the city for over 21 years 
and raising three children in 
Westland. Many of my friends 
and business acquaintances 
still live and operate busi- 
nesses in Westland. 

As a past president, I am 
still deeply involved in the 
Westland Chamber of Com- 
merce. I still consider West- 
land as my HOME, and my 
viewpoints are derived from 
my friends that still live in 
Westland, my personal every- 
day experiences, and do not 
reflect he views of the West- 
land Chamber of Commerce, 
which has been non-political 
when it comes to candidates. 

However, the fears of retal- 
iation by Mayor Thomas, and 
members of his staff, who have 
publicly said, “You better 
hope someone else wins the 
election, because if not..." si 
lences their public voice in 
speaking out on such issues, as 
they also have families that de- 
pend upon them, and they 
have to remain silent. ..and 
frustrated. As an outsider, I 
can speak for them without 
fear of retaliation by Mr. 
Thomas. 

My problem, along with my 
friends’, is Mayor Thomas. It is 
true that he has dome some 
good things for the City of 
Westland, but that is what he 
there for, after all. When Bob 
Thomas was elected \in 1989, I 
was still a resident, and I 
hoped he would bring togeth- 
erness and cohesiveness to 
city government. What I found 
was one man to the public and 
a totally different one to those 
around him and his perceived 
enemies. 

One of the problems is his 
style of management that dic- 


tates that has become most 
bothersome. Thomas runs the 
city like a supreme dictator, 
and if you disagree with Mayor 
Thomas, you are “the enemy’’, 
not someone with a different 
viewpoint. 

It was ironic that Nora Her- 
bert (the mayor’s executive 
secretary who has job security 
on her mind) who obviously 
knows Mr. Thomas very well, 
mentioned Adolf Hitler as a 
candidate in her response to 
my letter.

Or do 
they have a new contract com- 
ing up and you have made a 
deal with them? 

Mr. Dunigan, you must be 
working for Mr. Thomas' cam 
paign and be a neighbor of Mr. 


Thomas. You both state that 
you have lived in Westland for 
30 years or more Westland be- 
came a city’ in 1966 gentlemen, 
check your math. 

Isn't it true Mayor Thomas, 
that upon the amendment of 
the City Charter which al- 
lowed employees to move out 
side the city, that you became 
an “outsider" and moved to 
Canton Township with your ex- 
wife. using derogatory remarks 
about Westland, then conve- 
niently moved back to West- 
land in time to run for mayor? 

I also noted your list of civic 


activities, Mayor Thomas, as 
“none”, hummmm, all those 
years of residence and NO 
civic activities? Isn’t that inter- 
esting? I challenge you to 
match my past and current list 
of Westland civic activities 
against what you have done, 
and I'm an “outsider" not even 
running for office.

Belleville High School 
players turned in their best 
overall performance of the 
1993 football campaign for vis 
iting Wayne Memorial and one 
of the largest crowds to attend 
a Tiger homecoming game in 
recent years. 

Coach Bob LaPointe and the 
Tigers turned back their for 
mer Wolverine “A” Conference 
rivals, Wayne, 34-6, for their 
fifth victory in six starts. Their 
lone loss in the conference is 
to undefeated league leader, 
Dearborn Fordson (6-1). 

Belleville moved up into 
second place with its fifth win 
in the newly- aligned Mega 
Conference Red Division. 

“They came to play,” said 
Wayne coach Chuck Howton, 
whose Zebras will leap from 
the proverbial frying pan into 
the fire Friday night when 
they take on league-leading 
Fordson. 


“They (Belleville) domi- 
nated us at the line of scrim- 
mage, and that’s where it 
counts the most.” 

Belleville struck early as 
quarterback Ralph Truitt led 
the Tigers on a midfield march 
in the first quarter that ended 
with Josh Speller scoring from 
4 yards out. And, with 7:32 on 
the clock, Doug Walter kicked 
his first of four point-afters to 
give the home *eam a 7-0 lead. 

Then, with 2.U left in the 
same period, the Tigers struck 
again. This time Ian Gold 
slipped off tackle and bolted 


into the end zone for a 3- yard 
TD. 

Wayne came back and cut 
the Belleville lead to 13-6 as 
quarterback Lorenzo Guess 
engineered a 62-yard sus- 
tained drive that culminated 
with runningback Reggie Mc- 
Carthy's 1-yard touchdown 
run. 

Belleville answered the 
score with its third touchdown, 
thanks to a poor Wayne punt 
that put the hosts deep in Ze- 
bras territory. With 39 seconds 
left in the initial half, Speller 
again came through for the Ti- 


gers with an up-the-middle 
1-yarder that gave Belleville a 
20-6 cushion. 

However, it was a punt re- 
turn by Truitt that ended 
Wayne’s hopes of spoiling Be- 
lleville’s homecoming festivi- 
ties. 

Truitt came up with a 78- 
yard return in the third quar- 
ter that widened the gap and 
gave the Tigers an overwhelm- 
ing lead. Then, in the fourth, 
Gold came through with a 11- 
yard touchdown run that sea- 
led the victory. 

The Zebras had plenty of 
reasons to be frustrated. Their 
freshman quarterback put sev- 
eral passes that were right on 
target, but dropped. Guess fin- 
ished with only five comple- 
tions in 22 attempts. 

Wayne also had four turn- 
overs, including three inter- 
ceptions and a fumble that 
proved fatal.

While crisis afler crisis rocked 
the financial industry over the 
past decade and stories of junk 
bonds, leveraged buy outs, cor- 
porate takeovers and third 
world debt filled the news, the 
quiet little credit unions kept 
chugging along, serving their 
members and keeping their 
house in order. 

Credit unions don't chase 
round the world seeking the 
highest return on their money. 
They exist to serve their mem- 
bers. So the money deposited

in Michigan credit unions 
didn’t go to finance real estate 
developments in Texas or lux 
ury apartments in Brazil, it 
went to work in your commu- 
nity to help ordinary people 
buy homes and cars, to send 
kids to college and to provide a 
little breathing space for work 


ing people. 

Yet, despite these modest 
goals, the combined assets of 
Michigan credit unions topped 
$13 billion last year and 3.6 
million people in this state be- 
longed to a credit union. That’s 
almost 40 percent of the popu- 
lation. 


As always, credit unions 
were focused on the needs of 
individual citizens. The distri 
bution of loans from Michigan 
credit unions was 36.0 percent 
in general consumer loans, 
33.6 percent in auto loans and 
29.4 percent in home mort- 
gages. Only 0.4 percent fell into 
the commercial category and 
those were primarily agri- 
cultural loans. 

What's more important, sur 
veys done by the banking in 
dustry continue to show that 
credit unions set the pace in 
consumer satisfaction. 


vey taken by The American 
Banker revealed that while 
consumer satisfaction with fi 
nancial institutions in general 
was falling. 77 percent of 
credit union members stated 
they were “very satisfied” with 
their credit unions compared 
with 57 percent of bank cus- 
tomers.

ANXIETY’S A GOOD 
THING — UNLESS 
IT GETS 
OUT-OF-HAND

We've all felt it. The rapid heart 
rate, cold hands, increased perspira- 
tion, shortness of breath. It’s called 
anxiety. 

Anxiety, the mind’s reaction to 
real or imagined danger, is a normal, 
necessary emotion. It is essential to 
existence; if we can’t perceive and 
react to something dangerous or 
threatening, we won’t be prepared 
to defend ourselves, or to run. 

Anxiety disorders 

Anxiety becomes a “disorder” 
when it interferes with life — 
resulting in disrupted sleep, 
nightmares, constant nervousness 
or unwarranted fears. There are 
several types of anxiety disorders, 
all with a variety of treatments. 

• Panic disorders. Experiencing 
high levels of anxiety for no 
apparent reason is called a panic 
disorder. This condition can be 
terrifying — people who experi- 
ence panic disorders say they feel 
like they’re going to die or have a 
heart attack. Panic disorders may 
be genetic, since they tend to run 
in families. Sometimes, attacks 
are triggered by subconscious 
thought processes or an unusually 
high level of stress. 

• Conditioned anxiety. Some 
anxiety disorders can stem from a 
traumatic event. If a person has 



expenenced 
some sort of trauma, 
and later is put in a similar 
situation, he or she may experi- 
ence an anxiety attack. 

• Generalized anxiety disorders 
are characterized by chronic, mod- 
erately high levels of anxiety. 
People w ith this condition are 
always very nervous and fidgety. 

• Adjustment disorder, one of the 
mildest forms of anxiety disorders, 
is a direct result of a stressful 
situation or change in the environ- 
ment. Characterized by a persis- 
tent, anxious mood, it generally is 
short-lived. 

Treatments 

Anxiety disorders can be 
effectively treated by anti-anxiety 
and anti-depressant medication, as 
well as psychotherapy. 

The best thing to remember about 
anxiety is that, at normal levels, it is 
a valuable emotion When used 
appropriately, anxiety can help 
develop skills, motivation, and 
effective performance.

For those of you who are 
looking for some scary Hal 
loween decorations this year, 
but are not quite sure what to 
do, here are some decorating 
suggestions for the bit of ghoul 
in all of us.

To make a Grim Reaper, 
take a chair and drape it with a 
black table cloth. On top of a 
milk crate or box, stuff a 
witches gown or cape with 
newspaper, creating the body 
and arms. Let the gown drape 
over the box to create the illu 
sion of legs. For the head, in 
sert a long stick into the neck 
and position a mask on top of 
the stick. For an added effect, 
place creepy objects on the 
Reaper with a long stick or 
cane nearby. 

Now. you're ready to put a 
scare into the trick-or treaters 
or startle your guests at a Hal- 
loween party.

Letter-writing campaign 
begins for soldiers

As the holiday season draws 
near, stores reflect the change 
with more and more Christmas 
merchandise finding its way to 
the shelves. 

At least one local resident 
cannot fully enjoy the upcorn 
ing season because it signifies 
yet another Christmas that 
American soldiers will be 
forced to spend their holiday 
in a foreign place. 

Hoping to make a difference 
for soldiers stationed in 
Somalia, Catherine Novak of 
Canton works to boost morale 
by undertaking a letter writing 
campaign. 

“With the holidays coming 
up, I’d like to do a little some- 
thing for the soldiers,” said 
Novak. “If they're going to be 
over there for six months, I 
want them to know that we are 
thinking about them and that 
we love them.” 

Novak is a pro when it 
comes to letter writing. She 
had several pen- pals sta- 
tioned in Saudi Arabia during 
Operation Desert Storm. 

“I would send those soldiers 
letters, care packages, any- 
thing I could to make them feel 
better,” Novak said. “It was 
like a full time job keeping up 
with all my pen pals.” 

Although Novak spent thou- 
sands of dollars shipping items 
to the soldiers in Saudi Ar- 
abia, she felt it was a small 
price to pay compared to the 
happiness her gifts brought 
the men. 

“I would get letters from the 
boys telling me how much my 
letters and gifts meant to them. 
It boosted their morale so 
much just to know that some-

one cared about them,” she 
said. 

After hearing more soldiers 
were being deployed for 
Somalia, Novak contacted the 
National League of Families 
of American Prisoners and 
Missing Persons in Southeast 
Asia in Washington D.C. to ob- 
tain an address so that she 
could begin correspondence. 

The director of the National 
League indicated letters 
would not reach soldiers be- 
cause there was no staff to 
route mail to the appropriate 
place. 

Novak is currently trying to 
reach local elected officials 
who might help make it possi- 
ble to contact U.S. soldiers in 
Somalia. 

“We made such a big deal 
about Desert Storm and more 
boys will be killed in 
Somalia,” emphasized Novak. 
“I think it’s important to let

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School board consolidation suggested

Although no specific part of 
Uov. John Engler's education 
i form plan directly chal 
I nges the existence of local 
liool districts, area boards of 
education are viewing his 
plans with caution. 

I n one of his cost 
mtainment proposals, Engler 
alls for administrative reform 
like eliminating the vast ma- 
jority of millage elections; like 
establishing a boundary com 
mission to review and reorga- 
nize the crazy patchwork quilt 
of education and human 
service agency boundaries; 
and like issuing an executive 
order to move some functions 
out of the State Department of 
Education so they become 
more sharply focused on their 
mission education quality." 

However, in a recent 
speech. Wayne County Execu 
tive Ed McNamara frankly ex 
pressed his view that there 
should be fewer school dis- 
tricts. 

“We need fewer districts, 
fewer superintendents and a 
standard education policy/* 
McNamara told a gathering of 
business people. “We have 600 
school districts in the state 
and each one has a superinten 
dent, a director of curriculum 
and other directors. I’m not 
criticizing the teacher who 
makes $59,000 per year and 
who teaches 28 to 30 students, 


but we can t afford to dupli 
cate administrators in each of 
the state districts.” 

The Michigan Prospect for 
Renewed Citizenship (MPRC) 
recently called for a four- 
principal education reform 
plan, which incorporates the 
consolidation of the 558 Michi- 
gan school districts. 

In his proposal for reform, 
MPRC consultant Stuart White 
said, “Educational reform 
must reduce the administra 
tive duplication born of a 19th 
century version of local con 

“The expense of administer 
ing 558 school districts, each 
with its superintendents, pnn 
cipals and other administra 
tors can not be justified in this 
age of corporate right sizing’ 
and quality management, 
where customer satisfaction 
not career ladders dictates

Retarded woman 
assaulted by relative 

A Westland man was determined 
to be competant to stand trial on 
charges that he sexually assaulted a 
34-year-old mentally retarded fe- 
male relative on June 20 at his 
Farmington Road home in West- 
land.

Sisler is being charged based on 
the fact that the victim is mentally 
retarded and not because of incest, 
Moore said. Moore added that the 
incest law does not apply to adult 
victims. 

If convicted, Sisler could face up 
to 15 years in prison.

Was murder victim a police snitch?

Was Alvin Snead a police snitch or a small time 
drug dealer who paid a drug debt with his life? 

The questions may be answered on Wednesday 
in 22nd District Court when the first-degree mur- 
der examinations of four men - two former local 
football stars - resumes. 

Attorneys for the four defendants: Ivory Burks, 
21, Eric Thomas, 20, Orlando Brown, 21 - all of 
Inkster - and Carlos Brintley, 22, of Detroit asked 
for and received a request from Judge Sylvia 
James that the hearings be postponed so that they 
could study the dispositions. 

James agreed to the postponement and ad- 
journed the case until 9 a.m. Wednesday. She or- 
dered the four defendants held, without bond, in 
Wayne County Jail until their next court appear- 
ances. 

The four defendants are accused of first-degree 
murder and felony firearm in the gunshot slaying 
of Snead, who was killed Aug. 12 while sitting 
behind the wheel of his vehicle on Penn Street, 
just west of Beech Daly, in the southwest section of 
the city of Inkster. 

Burks and Thomas were outstanding football 
players at Robichaud High School in the West- 
wood School District and were named to the Sub- 
urban Athletic Conference and All-area teams. 

Police believe that the four defendants were 
responsible for Snead’s death. They deny, how- 
ever, that he was a police informant 

“That is bad information and I don’t know how 
it ever surfaced,” said Inkster Detective John 
McGruder, who is in charge of the investigation.

McGruder said a the motive for the slaying may 
have been a drug debt. 

“But, right now, this case is in the courtroom 
and I can’t comment on it any further.” 

What is known is that during the early morning 
hours of Aug. 12, Snead was sitting behind the 
wheel of a car that was parked on Penn. Inside the 
car there were two other men - one in the front 
passenger seat, and a second suspect in the back 
seat, directly behind the victim. 

Two other suspects stepped out of the fog from 
behind the car. They approached the vehiclefrom 
the passenger side and shots rang out. Snead

slumped over on the wheel of the car and was 
dead at the scene. 

The two other occupants in the car were not 
injured from the gunfire. 

Was Snead set up? 

“I can’t answer that,” McGruder said. 
“Some of this may be cleared up at the hearing.” 
What led police to the four defendants? 

“We received some anonymous tips that were 
followed up,” McGruder said. “Two of the defen- 
dants came to the station and surrendered with 
their attorneys after the word got out that we were 
looking for them.”

Local mule owner 
dispells myths

Next time you refer to someone as “stubborn as a mule” 
or “mule- headed,” remember that some people believe it 
to be a compliment 

“Mules are very intelligent - more so than horses,” said 
mule owner Jan Henderson of Sumpter Township. 

“They have an undeserved reputation for being stub- 
born. Actually, a mule will do anything you want him to 
do, unless he believes it is hazardous to him, and then he 
won’t do it no matter what you do,” said Henderson. “For 
example, you could ride a horse into a wall or into a 
barbed-wire fence, but a mule wouldn’t do it. And, if a 
mule is hitched to a team, he will stop if his harness 
breaks and wait for the driver to fix it. A horse wouldn’t 
do that” 

Henderson said once the owner makes the mule under- 
stand that the command won’t result in harm to him, he 
will comply.

He responds to voice signals 
to go left and right and can be told when to make a sharp 
turn.”

Guilty verdicts issued in Summit Motel murders

A circuit court judge on Tuesday found three 
men guilty of first- degree murder in the March 2 
shooting deaths of two Westland men and a Gar 
den City woman at the Summit Motel on Michigan 
Avenue in Inkster. 

Judge Terrance Boyle set a sentencing date for 
Nov. 3. The defendants - Malcolm Potts, 31. his 
nephew, Clyde Potts, 17, and Donnell Matthews, 19 
all of Inkster - were returned to the Wayne 
County Jail. 

Boyle found the three defendants guilty of fel- 
ony murder, assault with the intent to murder and 
rob, and breaking and entering. The convicted 
killers could receive life sentences, without pa 
role. 

A fourth defendant, a 14-year-old juvenile, is 
presently incarcerated for his role in the slayings. 
He is in the Wayne County Juvenile Detention 
Center. 

Killed at the motel were Michael F. Torossian, 
35. John Hines, 36, both of Westland and Denise 


Lynn Dolphin, 36, of Garden City. 

Families of the victims were in the courtroom 
when Boyle announced the verdicts. None wished 
to discuss the verdicts until the defendants were 
sentenced, they said. 

However, Inkster Detective John McGruder, 
who was in charge of the investigation, said he was 
pleased with the verdicts, "and the families are 
happy about the outcome of the trial.” 

All three defendants waived their rights to a 
jury trial and opted for a bench trial. In a bench 
trial, the judge decides the merits of the case and 
the evidence. He decides the guilt or innocence of 
the defendant. 

According to court testimony, one of the sur 
vivors of the massacre Desoree Lynn Watkins, told 
the court that on the evening of the shooting three 
men burst into the motel she and her three friends 
had occupied. The men demanded money, and 
when the occupants said they didn’t have any. the 
men proceeded to spray the room with bullets. 


Torossian and Dolphin were mortally wounded, 
according to her testimony. 

Watkins said that she survived because she 
leaped under a table and played dead. 

Watkins told the court that Hines, who was in 
the bathroom at the time the gunmen forced their 
way into the room, begged for Dolphin’s life after 
he entered the room. His plea was met with gun- 
fire, the witness said. 

It was the second time in recent years that 
three persons had been killed at an Inkster motel. 

On July 7, 1987, three Inkster police officers - 
Sgt. Ira Parker, officers Daniel Dubiel and Clay 
Hoover were gunned down at the Bungalow Motel 
attempting to arrest Alberta Easter and her three 
sons. Dubiel and Hoover went to the motel to ar- 
rest Easter for issuing a bogus check They were 
later joined by Parker. 

Easter and her three sons are presently serving 
life sentences in Michigan jails.

Wayne-Westland School 
board members discussed 
their alternatives Tuesday 
night following the defeat of a 
6-mill request Monday. 

“The next stop is Lansing to 
talk with the legislators and 
convince them the governor’s 
bill is not right,” Wayne 
Westland Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Larry Thomas 
said. 

Thomas said he is trying to 
convince representatives in 
Lansing that Gov. John En 
gler’s proposed educational 
reform plan is not equitable to 
school districts around the 
state. 

Thomas discussed the ineq- 
uities between districts that 
spend more money per pupil 


compared to districts that 
spend less. 

“The bill gives more to 
haves and less to have nots. It’s 
not fair. Districts that spend 
over $6,500 will have the right 
to go to their community and 
ask for more money,’ 1 Thomas 
said. 

“I asked them to reverse the 
formula. They should give 
$6,500 to the poor districts and 
$4,500 to the rich. They should 
at least give us a chance,” 
Thomas added. 

Thomas said the proposed 
education reform plan will 
benefit few school districts. 

“There are 35 school dis- 
tricts in the state that can go 
for new mills,’’ Thomas said. 

Board trustee Mathew Mc- 
Cusker expressed his concern 
over the proposed education 
reform plan. 


“Nobody has any idea what 
were doing in Lansing. My 
greatest fear is they’ll put all 
the burden on the voters,’’ Mc- 
Cusker said. 

Although the proposed mill 
age increase would have in 
creased per pupil spending by 
$615, the State Aid Act has pro- 


vided the district with enough 
money to restore secondary 
transportation, elementary ex 
pressive arts and 50 percent of 
the media clerks. The district 
will receive between $2 and $3 
million in state aid funding for 
the 1993/94 school year. 

“Our greatest concern is the 


support of education in our 
community and the state. The 
millages are going down 
throughout the entire state,” 
Thomas said. 

Board President Francis 
Winter suggested the board de- 
velop a Blue Ribbon Advisory 
Committee by the beginning of 
next year. 

“Our school district has a lot 
of complex problems that 
don’t have simple solutions,” 
Winter said. 

Winter suggested the board 
members gather a group ot 
people representing various 
areas of the community, such 
as business, service organiza- 
tions, parent and teacher 
groups and district unions to 
get their input. This group 
would advise the board how 
residents feel about school is- 
sues, Winter said.

“Mules are more sure footed 
and hardier than horses. They 
are a cross between a horse 
and a donkey, and, like all hy- 
brids, they tend to be more 
hardy than either of its par- 
ents,” Henderson said. “They 
don’t get colic or other com- 
mon illnesses that horses get, 
and they are almost exclu- 
sively used in rough terrain 
because of their sure- footed- 
ness. 


“Horses will overeat, but 
mules only eat enough to sus- 
tain them,” Henderson said. 
“If you put out enough food 
and water for a week, when 
you return you’ll find the mule 
will have left whatever he 
didn’t need.” 

Mules also are good 
jumpers, Henderson reported. 
They stop and then leap over 
barriers. 

“I had him going over poles 
on the ground to lengthen his 
stride, and on the second pass, 
he could go over them without 
knocking them down,” she 
said.

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Westland man awaits arraignment on assault charge

A Westland man bound over 
to Detroit Recorder’s Court on 
breaking and entering 
charges, waived his right to a 
preliminary examination 
Thursday before 18th District 
Judge C. Charles Bokos on an 
assault with intent to commit 
murder charge. 

Darryl Denard Jackson, 22, 
was bound over to Detroit Re- 
corders Court on the assault 


charge and continues to be 
held on two $15,000 cash 
bonds. 

Jackson appeared before 
18th District Judge Gail 
McKnight on the breaking and 
entering charges on Oct. 14. 
During the exam, Jackson was 
charged with the assault after 
testimony was heard from the 
alleged victim. 

Jackson is charged with ro 
bbing the home of a 27-year 
old woman, with whom he 
shares a 20 month-old daugh- 
ter, at approximately 2:50 a.m. 


Oct 5. 

Jackson allegedly entered 
the home located on the 32000 
block of Ottawa and the wo- 
man told him to leave. Jackson 
obliged, but returned again at 
4:45 a.m., the alleged victim 
testified. 

The woman said she was 
awakened by Jackson, who 
was in her son’s room holding 
the child’s piggy bank. Accord- 
ing to police reports, Jackson 
threatened to harm her chil- 
dren, ages 5, 7 and 20 months. 


“I tried to stop him. He put 
his hands around my neck and 
began choking me,” the woman 
testified. 

The alleged victim said 
Jackson threatened to kill her 
and dragged her downstairs 
while choking her The couple 
got as far as the kitchen sink, 
when the woman, who had 
been washing dishes earlier 
that evening, reached around 
her back and grabbed the 
knife. 

“I grabbed the knife and 


stuck him in the hand,” she 
testified. 

Jackson allegedly ran up- 
stairs and the woman fol- 
lowed, fearful her children 
would be harmed, according to 
testimony. A fight again en- 
sued in the upstairs bedroom 
where Jackson allegedly beat 
the victim with objects in the 
room. 

“He wouldn’t stop. He beat 
me with my son's TV stand and 
then his basketball net,” she 
testified. 

Jackson allegedly smashed 


the child’s bedroom window 
and threatened to throw the 
woman out the second-story 
window. 

The woman’s son alerted 
neighbors during the attack 
and police were notified. 

When officers arrived, the 
victim told police, “I had to 
stab him to protect my chil- 
dren 

If convicted, Jackson could 
face up to 15 years in prison 
for the breaking and entering 
charge and up to life imprison- 
ment for the assault charge.

The council last Monday or- 
dered City Attorney Barry 
Seifman to file for an injuction 
to halt any further action on 
the well “until Environmental 

• Disposal Services (EDS) be- 

gins to work within the city’s 
regulation system,” Mayor 
Beverly McAnally said Thurs- 
day. 

The 40-foot well has already 


been dug on the 16-acre prop- 
erty owned by John Ryznar, 
but still needs federal Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
and state Department of Natu 
ral Resources approvals to be 
gin injecting waste into the 
well. 

Plans called for the well to 
begin accepting liquid waste 
next spring. 

The city ordinance officer 
Steve Banko has issued EDS 
President Douglas Wicklund 
with citations for three re- 
ported ordinance violations, 
which are answerable in the 
34th District Court on Nov. 1, 
the day before city elections. 

Tom Heimberger, co- 
chairman of a unnamed citi- 


zens’ group formed to fight the 
hazardous liquid injection 
well project, revealed a peti- 
tion drive has started to ex- 
press public objection to the 
well project. 

The petitions are expected 
to be turned over to the City 
Council on Nov. 1, he said. In 


addition, a drive to “tie a black 
ribbon” around a tree on your 
property also is being spon- 
sored by the group that met 
last Tuesday night at the local 
Veterans of Foreign Wars hall. 

The “black ribbons” made 
from garbage bags are being 
used to signify that “Romulus 


residents don’t want other 
town’s junk deposited in our 
city,” Council candidate Mary 
Collins said. 

Heimberger said the group 
he represents wants to be as- 
sured that the council will 
press the action against EDS 
just as strongly after the elec- 
tion, as they are doing two 
weeks before it. 

Another group meeting is 
slated for 7 p.m. Oct. 26, Heim 
berger said, and “we hope it 
will be at the VFW, but it 
hasn’t been confirmed yet” 

McAnally complained the 
city has prepared about “20 
pounds of printed material” on 
the ongoing environmental 
well issue at the request of the 


protestors, but they had not 
been picked up as of Thursday. 

Heimberger, when in- 
formed of the materials, vowed 
he or a representative would 
pick them up Friday. McAnally 
said the materials were copied 
at a heavy cost to the taxpayers 
and hoped that the group 
would be responsible enough 
to pick up the materials de- 
manded under the Freedom of 
Information Act 

The environmental well de- 
bate has heated up an other- 
wise dormant city council 
campaign, which features six 
incumbents and three chal- 
lengers for seven council 
seats.

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Single businesss tax exemption hike proposed for business

The allowable single busi 
ness tax (SBT) exemption for 
Michigan small businesses 
will be increased from 
$100,000 to $250,000 under leg- 
islation introduced last week 
in the state House, said Rep. 
Deborah Whyman, who co- 
sponsored the bill. 

The Canton Township Re- 
publican said House Bill 5090 
will help protect small busi- 
nesses, especially those con 
sisting of one or two 
professionals. 

The issue has gained strong 


bipartisan support in the 
House. 

“The single business tax is 
unfair to small businesses,” 
said Whyman, a member of the 
House Tax Committee. “It 
amounts to double taxation. 
Anything we can do to elimi- 
nate this tax will be benefi- 
cial.” 

The tax rate is based on 
business income, compensa- 
tion, interest paid and depre- 
ciation, with deductions for 
new capital investments and 


number of employees. 

Whyman would like to see 
this measure added to Gov. 


John Engler’s tax restruetur 
ing plan for education. Under 
the governor’s proposal, the 


single business tax rate is in 
creased from 2.35 percent to 
2.85 percent. The increase is 
expected to raise $419 million 
for schools in fiscal year 
1994 1995 

“Unfortunately, with this in- 
crease we are hurting those 
companies that can least af- 
ford it,” Whyman said. “Small 
businesses employ a large nu- 
mber of people and are most 
resposible for creating many 
new jobs annually. The SBT in 
crease threatens their liveli 
hood and with it, a substantial 


part of the economic growth in 
Michigan.” 

Whyman added that other 
changes to the school reform 
package are likely. “There will 
be an ongoing debate as we 
work to finalize the proposal,” 
he said. “It is my objective to 
encourage discussion so that 
decisions are made after a tho- 
rough examination of the is- 
sue.” 

The bill now goes to the 
House Taxation Committee for 
further consideration.

When you hear his trumpet sound, you know that the distinguishable style can belong to no other than Doc Severinsen. 

Best known as the Tonight Show's multi-talented Grammy Award winning musical director, Severinsen’s successful career spans more 
than 40 years which includes late night repertoire, big band conceit appearances, commercials and designing and manufacturing 
trumpets. 

The Detroit Symphony Orchestra Hall Volunteer Council is presenting the “Come Blow Your Horn” luncheon featuring Severinsen at 
11 a.m. Oct. 29 at the Hyatt Regency Hotel in Dearborn. He will also be performing with the Detroit Symphony Orchestra at 8 p.m. Oct 28, 
8:30 p.m. Oct. 29-30, and 3:30 p.m. Oct. 31. at the Detroit Symphony Orchestra Hall, 3711 Woodward. 

Severinsen’s recent recordings have included the Grammy nominated Once More With Feeling and Merry Christmas from The Tonight 
Show Orchestra. 

His last album, Unforgettably Doc , was released by Telarc in August 1992 highlights Severinsen’s musical diversity with the trumpet to 
the backdrop of the Cincinnati Pops Orchestra. 

The Associated Newspapers recently had the opportunity to talk with Severinsen about his first love, the trombone. 

“During the summer in my hometown Arlington, Ore., there was a band which use to do a concert every year,” Severinsen said. “This 
one guy had a trombone with all the gold, and it caught my eye. I knew then I wanted to play the trombone, but my dad said I was too 
small. 

“My dad (Dr. Carl Severinsen) was actually my main music teacher when I was growing up. He was also a musician. He played the 
violin and wanted me to study that as well.” 

Severinsen had to settle for a trumpet his father found, the only horn available in the small community. 

One week later, with the help of his father and a book of instructions, the 7-year old was so good he was invited to join the high school 
band. 

At the age of 12, “Little Doc” (nicknamed after his father) won the Music Educator’s National Contest. While still in high school, he was 
hired to go on the road with the famous Ted Fio Rito Orchestra. 

“I left home when I was only 17 and went to New York," Severinsen said. “At first you get a little nervous and shy when you are 
performing before a large audience, but after awhile, you get used to it. 

“That’s the wonderful thing about music though. It gives you a chance to show off what you enjoy most. That’s what I worry about with 
the many cutbacks in the school programs. Kids need to have a spark in their life whether it’s athletics, art or music.” 

After completing his education and serving in the army, Severinsen toured with Tommy Dorsey, Benny Goodman and the Charlie 
Barnet bands. He settled down in New York as an NBC staff musician in 1949, joining the Tonight Show orchestra in 1962. He became the 
musical director in 1967. 

“I’ve had many good memories with the Tonight Show" Severinsen said, i think my favorite memory would have to be when Johnny 
pulled me aside and told me he wanted me to be the leader of the band for the Tonight Show. 

“It was a wonderful show. When Johnny decided to leave, I just thought it was time for me to go, too.” 

Severinsen is devoted to his music. He practices a minimum of two hours a day. He has been voted Top Brass Player more than 10 times 
in Playboys prestigious annual music poll and received a Grammy Award in 1987 for Best Jazz Instrumental Performance-Big Band for 
Doc Sevehnseyi and the Tonight Show Band-Volume I album. 

What keeps this dynamic individual going? 

“My career, my music,” Severinsen said, it’s a great way to make a living. I enjoy the traveling and meeting people.” 

When he isn’t working, Severinsen said he enjoys cooking at home in California with his wife Emily Marshall, collecting American art 
and keeping fit with daily runs and workouts. 

“I enjoy being with my family and my two dogs and parrot,” Severinsen said. “I especially enjoy cooking because it is relaxing to me.” 

Severinsen said he is looking forward to an adventure trip to Africa with his wife next month when they will celebrate their 20th 
wedding anniversary. 

“It will be the first time I have been to Africa, and the first time I have been married 20 years,” Severinsen said.
